Harris (Dem.), Twenty-second 
Ward, that the Estimate Board 
had acted illegally in ordering 
the expenditure cuts.

Commander Defends 
U.S. Aid, Says It Has 
Strengthened His 


Forces Three-Fold in 
Six Years. 


WASHINGTON, June 7 (AP) 
—Gen. Lauris Norstad said to- 
day the military forces of the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion now have “the capability of 
destroying whatever targets we 
must Knock out.” 

The NATO commander told 
the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee the forces are “three 
to Your times stronger and many 
timies more effective” than when 
they were set up by Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower six years 
ago. 

Norstead appéared before a 
closed session, but parts of his 

were made public. 
He voiced full support of Pres- 
ident Eisenhower's $3,865,000,- 
000 foreign aid program. 

Opponents of the program— 
defeated in attempts to deny 
the President longer range au- 
thority on spending abroad — 
concentrated their fight today 
on reducing its total at a ses- 
sion following Norstad’s appear- 
ance, | 

Hinged On US. Aid, 


Norstad, who flew back to 
this country yesterday, said that 
in Western Europe “there can 
be. no question but that the 
progress we have made could 
not have been made without 
United States military assist- 
ance.” 

“At some time, probably in 
1953, NATO crossed the 
threshold of hope and one by 
one the individual nations be- 
gan to believe that the Soviet 
threat had been countered,” he 


said. . 

He added that NATO terri- 
tory has been safeguarded, and 
war avoided. 

“I believe we can continue to 
prevent Soviet aggression and 
achieve our goal of preserving 
peace a freedom,” ,be said. 

‘Summing up, he added that 
his command today has “a pow- 
erful defensive force, the kind 
of military power that the So- 
viet planners understand and 
respect. 

“When our shield forces are

‘HIGH’ RADIATION 
FOUND IN DUST AT 
WASHINGTON U. 


In the interests of science 
and curiosity, Washington Uni- 


versity physicists went out yes- 
terday and scraped the dust 
from the tops of several auto- 
mobiles on the campus. They 
found it registered “four to 
eight times” normal background 
radiation. 

T. Alexander Pond, assistant 
professor of physics, said the 
radiation level of the dust ap- 
parently had been increased by 
recent Nevada bomb tests. He 
said the level was not alarming, 
but was “astonishingly high.” 


On each car, the scientists 
wiped a few square feet of sur- 
face with a piece of tissue, The | 
dust hit the geiger counter at 
08 to .15 milliroentgens an 
hour. Normal for St. Louis is 
about .02 to .03. 

Dust inside the physics build- 
ing also was checked and there 
was no comparable increase, 
Pond said, indicating the jump 
was due to fallout and was tem- 
porary. Pond emphasized that

Talks About Payment. 

Although Syria still seems 
likely to welsh on its pledge, 
Egypt is currently engaged in 
talks with Jordan about fur- 
nishing at least some of. the 
$14,000,000 it pledged. 

Cairo’s move toward follow- 
ing through on its financial 
promises has been given strong 
prompting from King Saud of 
Saudi Arabia, it is said. Accord- 
ing to information reaching 
Washington, Saudi Arabia told 
Nasser that it was the only way 
to maintain even a semblance 
of solidarity among the Arab 
nations and to prevent further 
isolation of Egypt. 

At the same time, events in

Egypt nationalized the old 
Suez Canal Co. last July 26 and 
at the time promised to com- 
pensate stockholders at the go- 
ing rate of the stock.

Congress ought to go slow in writing legisla- 
tion to cireumvent this week's Supreme Court 
ruling affecting FBI files. Justice Clark in his 
dissent invited Congress te overrule the majority 
when he said that otherwise the FBI “may as 
well close up shop.” But perhaps Justice Clark 
was weeping a little too copiously for the bureau 
hé used to be responsible for. 

As the majority pointed out, quoting another 
opinion, the interest of the United States in a 
eriminal trial “is not that it shall win a case, 
but that justice shall be done.” On behalf of jus- 
tice, Congress ought not to act hastily in this 
matter. 

What, after all, did Justices Brennan, Warren, 
Black, Douglas and Harlan hold in the Clinton 
Jencks case? This case dealt with a union organ- 
izer accused of falsely taking a non-Communist 
oath, and it involved the testimony of the FBI's 
recanting informer Harvey Matusow, but its 
principles apply broadly to criminal cases in 
general. The five justices held that when an 
FBI informer testifies against somebody, the de- 
fense is entitled to cross-examine him not only 
on the basis of his testimony but on the basis of 
the original reports which he submitted to the 
FBI.. 

- * . 

It is those original reports that provide the 
foundation for his testimony. They are filed 
close to the date of the alleged offense, before 
time has had a chance to play tricks on memory. 
They may not jibe with the informer’s later tes- 
timony. The defense has a right to look at them, 
said Justice Brennan's majority opinion, and to 
question the witness about them if the trial 
judge decides the questions are competent and 
material. 

Justice Clark is exaggerating when he cries 
that this rule would afford the defense “a Ro 
man holiday for rummaging through confiden- 
tial information.” The Court explicitly states 
that the defense can inspect only specific and 
relevant documents. It cannot engage in a 
“blind fishing expedition.” It cannot ask for re- 
ports by persons not offered as witnesses. 

Thus all of Justice Clark’s throbbing words 
about the sacredness of confidential FBI files 
are beside the mark. The Court does not order 
FBI files indiscriminately exposed. It orders 
only that, if the Justice Department wants to 
use a particular report as the basis for a prote- 
cution, the accused shall be allowed to use the 
same report as the basis for a defense. 

* . . 


It may be readily granted that occasions can 
arise when the public interest will not be served 
by disclosure of certain FBI reports. The Court 
acknowledges this, but declares that in such 
event the Government can invoke its privilege 
of secrecy only at the price of dropping the 
prosecution. 

The Justice Department, in other words, can- 
not both prosecute on the basis of informers’ 
reports and at the same time refuse to disclose 
those reports to the def-ice. It must “decide 
whether the public pr -judice of allowing the 
crime to go unpunished is greater than that at- 
tendant upon the possible disclosure of state 
secrets.” 

This conclusion fs based upon the principle, 
well stated by Judge Learned Hand, that “prose- 
cution necessarily ends any confidential charac- 
ter the documents may possess; it must be con- 
ducted In the open.” 

Does this requirement of open trial fore- 
shadow “a complete breakdown of our internal 
security,” as Representative Francis Walter ex- 
citedly says? ‘Does it mean that the Court is 
“making things easy for criminals,” in the words 
of Senator Mundt? We urge Congress to look 
twice before it leaps, Its first duty, too, is not 
to help the Government win cases, but to see 
that justice ig done. | es

Why Defense Research Is Vital 


While it is fervently to be hoped that the 
London disarmament talks will result in a ban 
on super-bomb testing, it cannot be forgot- 
ten that im the absente of total disarmament 


totally safeguarded, constant and unremitting re- 


search and development must go on in other 


weapons fields if this country is to maintain 
a proper posture of defense. 

In his testimony before a Senate Appropria- 
tions subcommittee, Deputy Secretary of De- 
fense Quarles made an ¢xcellent point in sup- 
port of thé need te maintain qualitative superi- 
ority in weapons. He warned that many of the 
most important American projects in the weap 
ons field are now at an expensive stage and 
should be pushed vigorously if time already 
gained in developing them is not to be lost, 
These new projects are in both the field of con- 
ventional war and that of robot and atomic war. 
It will take an uninterrupted research and devel 
opment effort over the years to assure a con- 
stant flow of these new and improved weapons 
for the future. ; 

It was this steady effort that gave the United 
States the proximity fuse, the anti-cubmarine 
radar and other developments which played so 
big a part in the winning of World War II. On 
the other hand, the interrupted effort resulting 
from economies between 1945 and 1950 had its 
effect in the Korean War. 

An often cited example is that of the M-27 
recoilless rifle which was used in Korea. It 
was by no means a final design but the emer- 
gency required that it be rushed into production, 
Maj. Gen. Leslie E. Simon, who was in research 
and development work, said in 1954: “If only 


the development money had been available in 


the pre-Korean period we could have had it at 
a lower unit cost, with three times the penetrat- 
ing power, four times the probability of hitting 
and two-thirds the weight.” 

It would indeed be folly to neglect the highly 
important field of research and development 
after its importance has been so thoroughly 
proved, There should be no thought of slashing 
the $1,500,000,000 sought in the present budget 
request nor any of the two billion dollars in ad- 
ditional funds available. The best technology, 
beth in inventing and in producing weapons, is 
essential to the defense of this nation. We must 
use that technology to the fullest so long as na- 
tional military power exists anywhere—in other 
words, so long as multilateral disarmament has 
not been achieved.

Fluoridation for the County 

Kirkwood's overwhelming approval of fluort- 
dation—71 per cent of the total vote—ought to 
spur Supervisor Matthews into doing something 
to bfing fluoridation to the rest of the county. 
Certainly the people have a need for this public 
health technique for attacking dental decay in 
children. Kirkwood's response indicates a de- 
tire to match the need, and now even the Coun- 
ty Coungil seems to be coming to life. 

Apart from Kirkwood and Valley Park, which 
operate their own water systems, the rest of 
the county's municipalities are dependent on 
St. Louis County Water Co, for their water 
supplies. The private utility has taken the 
position it would fluoridate when and if it was 
ordered to do so by someone with authority to 
give the word, That was in December 1953, 
and to date Mr. Matthews has been unable te 
find put who has the authority to move County 
Water. Perhaps he hasn't tried. 

St. Louis children have been enjoying fluort- 
dation’s benefits for almost three years, thanks 
to the leadership of Mayor Tucker and his 
health commissionéy, Dr. J. Earl Smith, It 
would be a pity if the county's thousands of 
children continued to suffer because the county 


administration was so ineffective it could not 


determine the answer to so simple a question 
as the one posed by County Water.

In a way there is a difference. The 
Government has intervened in the hous- 


ing market far more than in the auto 
market, Besides public housing, we 
have seen such ambitious projects as 
the Federal Housing Administration 
and the Veterans’ Administration pro- 
grams designed to encourage people to 
buy homes whether they were able to 
pay for them or not. 

Now, whether they all appreciate it 
or not, the builders are getting a little 
lesson in the truth that Government 
intervention is not an unmixed blessing. 


For one thing, the builders had long 
been accustomed to Government-spon- 
sored cheap money. ‘Today that chicken 
has come home; money is scarcer and 
hence more expensive, and the federal 
money managers are wisely disinclined 
to reverse that situation unloosing 
a new inflationary flood. 

Moreover,- the Government cheap 
money policy of the past combined 
with the Government's housing pro 

ams to give a large artificial stimv- 
us to home-building, with the result 
that many areas are now overbuilt. So 
that's another returning chicken; de- 
mand has inevitably sagged. 

In this situation the builders ob- 
viously should lower their sights and 
build according. to demand. Instead, 
some of them have become so used to 
Government intervention that the only 
thing they can think of is more Gov- 
ernment intervention.

And so while our legal policy 
is that there is one China with 
Chiang the head of its legiti- 
mate government, our real pol- 
icy is to have two Chinas, sepa- 
rated by the Seventh Fleet, one 
on the mainland and one in- 
Formosa. 

Our real policy is funda- 
mentally sound and right. It 
corresponds to our commitments 
of honor, to the political reali- 
ties in the Far East, and to our 
strategic interests. But as things 
are now, it has a fatal weakness. 
It is almost certain to break 
down because, since it has no 
legal and political basis, the 

ese have every incentive to 
break it down. 


Special Status Plan. 


In my view, the object of our 
China policy should now be a 
political settlement with all the 
Chinese, based on the principle 
that Formosa is to have special 
status. We should propose, it 
seems to me, that under the 
protection and guardianship of 
the United Nations, Formosa be 
recognized as autonomous, de- 
militarized, and neutralized Chi- 
nese territory with its own seat 
in the General Assembly. If 
Red China agreed to such settle- 
ment, it would become the basis 
of a peace treaty. 

A settlement of this kind 
would legalize, regularize and 
consolidate the real situation 
which now exists. All that 
would be given up would be the 
legal fictions, that Chiang’s gov- 
ernment is the true government 
of China, that Mao's’ govern- 
ment, which is undisputably the 
government of the mainiand, 
has no legal existence. 

The settlement would confirm 
what is really important in what 
we actually have—namely a 
Formosa that is an lum for

Within Formosa there exists, 
as the Formosa riots so surely 
indicated, a general sense of 
frustration. The fact of the 
matter is that while the Chinese 
who have fled to Formosa are 
protected on their island, they 
are also contained inside their 
island.

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NATION'S CAPITAL 
FINALLY ACTS ON 
SUM SCANDAL
